That .lortion of the city hull faehif,' the 
court-house appears to have suffered most 
at the hands oi the law-breakers Mon- 
day night. A row of windows on th^' 
., round ilat presented a sad spectacle, 
having been pierced by upward of sixty or 
seventy sioues. 
The large glass pane 


above tlie entrance to the Recorder's Court 
pas sniiished in two places, while here and 
there darkened spots on the white stone 
walls reveal the spots where the bullets of 
the mob took eflett. The aim of those 
who carried weapons was anything but 
i;ood. Policemen standing in the cilice of 
:he Deputy Chief had a narrow escape. 
They were in front of the window, the 
jliuds being closed, when a bullet tore. 
;hrougli the glass and imbeded itself in tho 
woodwork near by. Tlie front portion o£ 
the buildiuK facing on Notre Pame street 
escaped the fury o£ the jnob. One or two 
windows were badly smashed. On Gnr- 
'leld street broken fragments of glass and 
every variety of missiles litter the ground, 
while the windows are broken to pieces.
